It is conftrucled ftom that of Akacharsis, pnblifhed by Citizen Barbie' do Bdcac. , from 
tiic chart of Greece of M. de Choiseul, and from that of the Cvci.at-es, prooureJ front 
the 7)i//o7 de la Mat v,r I made, on the fpot, the coircftions and alteratioi.s which obfervation 
l-ointed out to me. 

Plate II. Bosphores of Thrace or Channel of the Black Sea, with an indi¬ 
cation of the nature of the foil which is met with on its fhoret. » 

This chart was conftructed from the plans drawn by order of M. de Choiseei. The part 
from Bi yok-di're' to the Black Sea, < was rcaified from the obfen-ations of Citizen 
Monnier, ent; neer.

This chart was drawn on the fpot, from obfcrt'ation, a.nd from a manufeript chart which was in 
the hands of the captain ot' a Venetian veflel. 

Pl.ate Map of Troas and of all the courfc of the SiMois, from its fource at 
Mount CoTYLVs to its mouth half a league from Cape Siobum. 

It was conftrufted from a manufeript map drawn by M. Kaoffeb, a French engineer, at pre- 
fer.t in the fcrvice of the Ottoman Porte. I have made a few trilling alterations in the parts 
whirh I vifited and examined.
